Where are We? 

Where are we? What is the state of the an- 
ti-slavery movement?) What are our duties as 
anti-slavery citizens of the free States? 

These are important, but perplexing ques- 
tions. Twelve years agoyan, abolitionist was 
easily defined. He was one, who believed in 
the safety, expediency and ,duty of the imme, 
diate emancipation of slaves from bondage; in 


‘the duty of securing. eqnal and exact justice to 


all persons, irrespectively of condition or color; 
and who felt bound to usé all peaceful and law- 
ful means to create a public sentiment in favor 
of these objects. 

In process of time, from causes which it 
would be unprofitable to discuss, a division took 


‘place in the ranks of the professed anti-slavery 


men. One class, and by far the larger portion, 
deemed it expedient to fq@pm a political organi- 
zation, for the overthrow of the slave-power, 
for the extinction of slavery by the General 
Government within its jurisdiction, for the ef- 
fectual prevention by constitutional federal ac- 
tion, of the extension of slavery, and for the 
abolition of slavery in the States, by the people 
of the States respectively. The Democratic 
party, acting as a National party could over- 
throw the United States Bank by federal action: 
but, as a national party could not grant or repeal 
bank chartersin the several States. The Liber- 
ty party, using federal powers, could put an 
end to slavery within federal jurisdiction, could 
restrain the General Government from pro-sla- 
very action, and shape its policy soas to en- 
courage free-labor interests; and infuse an anti- 
slavery tone into all its operations. But, as a 
National party, it could not employ federal pow- 
ers to abolish slavery in the States. In the 
State, the State-Democratic party might grant 
or repeal a bank charter: in the State, a State- 
Liberty party might put an end to slavery. 
Such has always been our understanding of 
the theory of the Liberty party. 

The other class of anti-slavery men, and the 
smaller portion, was composed of Non-Resis- 
tants—that is, repudiators, if we do not mis- 
represent them, of all forms of human gov- 
ernment, as the word government is usually un- 
derstood. They expected by the use of the 
press and the voice, to regenerate public senti- 
ment, 80 that the slaveholders would finally be 
induced individually, voluntarily, without le- 
| gislation, to let go their hold of the slave. 
Time passed. The federal constitution was 
narrowly examined by the latter class. The 
result was, its denunciation as “a covenant 
with death, and an agreement with hell.”— 
The next step was, a declaration on their part 
of non-allegiance to the government, if we do 
not mistake;and their leading man, Mr. Garri- 
son, having the control of what was called the 
American Anti-Slavery society, that organiza- 
tion finally came out with a resolution in fa- 
vor of a dissolution of the’ Union: Since then, 
this has been held up’by this class of abolition- 
ists, as the great object to be accomplished. 

It is proper to say, that there are non-resis- 
tants who dissent from this purpose, as there 
are persons not non-resistants, who concur in 
it. But, the movement, at large, of which this 
is the object, is properly represented by Mr. 
Garrison, who is a thorough non-resistant.

Such 
too, we believe, is the doctrine of Alvan Stew- 
art, another leading Liberty man in the same 
State; and of the editor of the BostonChronicle, | 
whose paper is the leading Liberty paper of 
the East. The result is, these Eastern iriends 
seem to take little note of the South in their 
calculations. ‘They do not act or speak, as if 
they expected its. co-operation ; nor do they 
se@m anxious to operate so much upon public 
sentiment in theslave States,and through that 
upon slavery, as Gpon public sentiment in the 
free States, and through that, upon slavery in 
the slave States.. - 

In the West, no man of note, we believe, has 
advocated this doctrine, and thus far, no Con- 
vention of any decided: character has given 
countenance to it. We have thought that the 
uiberty party of the West still entertained the 


presented above, as having been generally en- 
tertained at its formation. But we may be 
mistuken. So strong is the disposition to 
change, so hopeless have some anti-slavery 
men become, so great is the perverting influ- 
ence of even noble feelings, when not control- 
led by a strong, enlightened will, we are some- 
times apprehensive that we shall yet be found 
ina very meagre minority of the anti-slavery 
party. 

We confess, we have made but slight changes 
jn our creed or methods, since we first deemed 
it our duty to support the cause of human free- 
dom. Our abolitionism consists solely in this,— 
a belief in the safety, expediency and duty of 
the emancipation at once of the slaves upon the 
soil, and of the duty of securing equal and ex- 
act justice-to all persons irrespectively of color 
or conditio&; and a sense of obligation to do all 
we can by peaceful and lawful measures to aid 
in reforming public sentiment, so that in rea- 
sonable and constitutional forms, it. shall ac- 
complish both these objects. And our erced as 
a Liberty man is this, and no more; that a po- 
litical organization is expedient, for the over- 
throw of the Slave-Power, for the extinction of 
slavery by the General Government within its 
jurisdiction, for the effectual prevention by 
constitutional federal action, of the extension 
of slavery, and for the abolition of State-slave- 
ry, by State authority. 

The constitution, we’ hold; is neither a pure 
pro-slavery, nor a pure anti-slavery instrument. 
Its great objects, are Justice, Peace and Liber- 
ty; its g@@era] provisions are in favor of Liber- 
ty; but it contains exceptions, which we know 
were intended to afford a certain security to 
slaVery:” ‘These exceptions do not bind me, or 
any representative of mine, to do any political 
act in favor of slavery, so that I can with per- 
fect consistency avail myscli of the right of 
suffrage under the constitution; and, thissame 
constitution secures to me and my representa- 
tive, rights, by the exercise of which he and I 


ceptions. 
But, this constitution does not confer, and 
was not intended to confer, upon Congress, the 


ry, under State-authority. The whole history 
of the formation of the Government, and our 
knowledge of the relations of the States to the 
Union and to each other, should demonstrate 
this. .At-all events, this is our doctrine; and, 
if we were a citizen of a slavé State, we'should 
say to the General Government, hands off—we 
protest against all oppression—because we are 


i 


however good its object, if it violate the con- 
stitution, and trespass on the rights of the 
State. 

Holding these views, we fee] bound to seek 
by proper means the regeneration of the public 
sentiment in the slave States. The work of abo- 
litionism in the British colonies was done by 
the British Parliament. Congress is nota British 
Parliament nor are any of these States colo- 
nies. Congress must mind. its own business, 
and let slavery alone. The State Legislatures, 
or the people of the slave-States, respectively, 
must abolish it within their own limits, or it 
will never be done peaceably. ‘Tothink of any 
other abolition, is in our opinion, madness. 
Dissol ve the Union for the sake of abolition, 
and you will have civil and servile wars—and 
how would society be he esau by such a 
process? An emancipation through blood, 


peaceful States, well governed, and harmonious 
in the elements of their population, , 


Exert your federal power, usurped as it 

would be, and physical force would be necessa- 

ry to sustain it. And awhat says the Boston 

Chronicle? “We go for & wise, humane and 

just application of physical force, so taras it is 

necessary to the business of rescuing from op- 

pression.” ‘That is, a UnitedStates army must 

be sent to enforce a United States act for the 

emancipation of the slaves,—an act passed by’ 
the votes chiefly of the section of the Union 

in which no slavery exists! _ Is. this abolition- 

ism? Isthis the doctrine of the Liberty par- 
ty? Is'any man so ‘infatuated as to believe 

that slavery is to be happily terminated in this 
way? |

The Union--Judge Jay’s Letter. 

Another and a vast benefit secured by the 

Union, is, the establishment of free trade, so far 
as its boundaries extend. Few ever contem- 
plate the Union under this aspect. But, there 
can be no doubt, that had this country been cut 
up into Northern, Western and Southern con- 
federacies, or into smaller sections, each would 
have impaired its energies and retarded its pro- 
gress by what is called, the system of Protec- 
tion—acting upon the absurd principle that it 
was absolutely necessary to raise within itself, 
every thing it wished to consume or use. The 
Union has prevented this folly. It has taken 
off every fetter from the industrial energies of 
the States, viewed in their relations with each 
other, and every new addition to it, is an ex- 
tension of the Principle of Free Trade. The 
result has been, great prosperity, and an incal- 
culable multiplication of the bonds of Peace. 

But, conceding for the sake of the argument, 
that the evils to which the Union has subject- 
ed us, so far as slavery is concerned, more than 
counterbalance the immense benefits derived 
from it, the question is, what have we to gain 
by Dissolution? We are not now to decide 
whether a Union shail be formed—but, whether 
a Union already in existence for more than half 
a century shall be broken up! This question, 
Judge Jay, decides for himself in the affirma- 
tive—let it be broken up: and the reasons alleged 
are, the evils and perils flowing from the action 
of slavery through the instrumentality of the 
Union. 

Weshall not attempt to under-rate these evils: 
they are formidable, ever present and accumu- 
lating. But, do they spring from the nature of 
the Union itself? Are they the legitimate, the 
necessary consequences of the powers and obli- 
gations created by the Union itself—or of the 
abuse of these powers and obligations, by reason 
of the servility of the citizens of the free States? 
That is the important preliminary question to 
settle. The Servility of the free States is the 
one, great source of the evils from which Judge 
Jay would take refuge in Dissolution. The 
people of the free States have always been nu- 
merous enough to have prevented the extension 
of slavery—they now have the numerical force 
—and they always will have it. The annexa- 
tion of Texas may increase the Senatorial pow- 
er of the slave States, for a time, but their rep- 
resentative power in the popular branch of the 
National Legislature will always be far less than 
that of the free States. The acquisition of the 
immense territory of Louisiana and Florida, 
never augmented the ratio of the increase of 
population in the South, so that it could bear 
comparison with that in the free States.— 
The annexation of Texas will not change 
their relations in this respect. The most the 
South can expect isa very gradual addition to 
their Senatorial representation by the formation 
of five new States in Texas—but, how long will 
it be ere the population in Texas will authorize 
such States? Meantime, the process of Sub- 
straction would be steadily going on. It is folly 
to think that Delaware, Kentucky and Mary- 
land will much longer continue slave States. 
Circumstances will soon compel them to eman- 
cipate, This would again give the free States 
the preponderance in the Senate. In a year-or 
two, Wisconsin will be applying for admission. 
This granted, and the North and South will be 
at once equalized in that body. Before that 
time, the annexation of Texas will undoubtedly 

give the slave States the superiority, But, can 
any one imagine that their delegation in the 
Senate would dare to refuse admission to Wis- 
consin, knowing at the same time that in the 
popular branch of the Legislature, the slave 
States were doomed to an irretrievable minori- 
ty? Ifthere really be a seeptic on this point, we 
would remind him ofa new element that would 
counteract effectually. the sluveholding policy, 
Kentucky and Missouri are always naturally 
anxious for an augmentation of the political 
power of the West—and this feeling, despite all 
opposing influences, would lead their Senators 
to seek for the organization of new States in 
the north-west territory. Nor should it be 
forgotten, that the Senators from Delaware and 
Maryland, could never be relied upon by the 
Slave Power to oppose the admission of new 
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of Texas. At least five new States may yet be 
formed out of the north-west territory—and 
the Slave Power, as is ‘evident from the con- 
siderations just urged, cannot hinder their for- 
mation. .The:resalt; under the’most “anfivora- 
ble supposition, will be, an eqhality of repre- 
sentation of free and slave States in the Senate, 
and an increasing proportionate representation 
from the free States in the House of Represen- 
tatives—precisely the states of things we have 
witnessed for the last ten years. So that after 
all, Liberty will be in no more peril than it is 
now. 

Liberty has suffered, and is suffering now, in 
the house of her friends. Tt is not because the 
slaveholders have an absolute preponderance of 
political power, that the rights and interests of 
the free States are placed in jeopardy—but, 
beeanse the citizens of these States are, toa 
great extent, servile to slaveholding pretension. 
The rights-and interests of the free States, 
hereafter will not suffer, though annexation be 
uccomplished, because of the absolute prepon- 
deranee of the political power of the slave- 
holders, but because of the Servility of ‘those 
States. They now have, and they will hereaf- 
ter have superior political power, so that all 
that is necessary to do, to guard them against 
the aggressions of slavery, and confine this 
monster to its cage, is to enlighten public sen- 
timent, awaken public spirit,and put down 
Servilism. In that event, the Union would be- 
ome what it was intended it should be,an un- 
mixed blessing. 

Now, how is it proposed to dissolve the Union? 
Not by force: this Judge Jay repudiates. By 
Legislation. But, public sentiment must pre- 
cede legislation. It will be necessary then to 
change public sentiment, so that it shall origi- 
nate the required legislation. But, how will 
you change public sentiment? By precisely 
the modes now adopted by anti-slavery men. 
What new element must be infused into it?— 
The Anti-Slavery Element—an Element which 
annihilates Servility, and at once rears an ef- 
fectual limit to the aggressions of Slavery, and 
a wall of fire around the home of Freedom.— 
Allthis you must do, ere you can hope to ef- 
fect Dissolution. On no other ground, for no 
other reason, can you urge the measure, than 
on the ground that Slavery is the greatest 
Evil, and for the reason, that Dissolution is 
necessary to escape from its perilous embrace. 
But, when you have wrought this change in 
public opinion, you have removed the cause of 
the mischief—you have destroyed Servility— 
you have aroused the People of the Free States 
toa full and vivid sense of what is due to them- 
selves and the cause of Liberty—and from that 
moment, they would use their superior politi- 
cal power, tomake the Union accomplish all 
the objects for which it was designed. But, 
where then would be the motive for dissolution? 
Why, in bringing about the state of sentiment 
absolutely necessary, asa preliminary to Dis- 
solution, you would have superinduced precise- 
ly that state of things, which would render 
Dissolution not only entirely unnecessary, but 
a positive evil, of the greatest magnitude. 


In other words, the anti-slavery cause must 
triumph in the free States, before you can hope 
to accomplish Dissolution—but, when that 
cause shall have triumphed,not a single reason 
cun be urged in favor of Dissolution! 

Now, will the advocates of Disunion answer 
us this question. What wisdom is there in 
striving to secure the triumph of the anti-sla- 
very cause in the free States, by assailing the 
almost idolatrous attachment of the American 
people to their Union, and persuading them 
that its overthrow is necessary to that triumph? 
Hitherto, we have labored to show them that 
slavery was the deadly foe to the Union, and 
that its extinction would prevent disunion.— 
We have been able thus to invoke in behalf of 
the cause of Human Freedom, a strong, nation- 
al passion. Now, it is préposed to show them 
that the anti-slavery cause demands the des- 
truction of that which they so dearly cherish. 
Really, we cannot see how this new policy is to 
subserve our purposes, to facilitate our progress. 
It seems to us, that it would only throw insu- 
perable obtacles in our way. The character of 
reformers, or philanthropists, if you will, would 
then be changed for that of Revolutionists— 
and the eighteen millions of freemen of the 
country would be taught, that the only way to 
emancipate the two anda half million of slaves 
would be, by the destruction of that which they 
have ever cherished as the source of their Pow- 
er, the fountain of Prosperity, the guardian of 
their Peace, the pledge and condition of their 
Progress. Is this the better way? 


LATER FROM EUROPE, 

The steamer Great Western arrived at New 
York onthe 16th, bringing complete files of 
papers from the continent to the 29th ult.— 
The extras from New York containing the news 
arrived last Sunday at Cincinnati, at 2 o’clock, 
by the Clipper, but were not taken to the Post 
Office till just at the hour of closing. Fortu- 
nately ull the papers were saved from Sabbath 
work, except the Atlas, which by some means 
obtained an extra, and favored its readers with 
the news yesterday morning. 
The papers in England are discussing the 
annexation question. The Times and Morn- 
ing Chrofficle are not surprised, but greatly 
mortified at the result. Their tone is hostile. 
The repeal rent for the week amounted to 
£497 15s. 3d. 
Mr. Aldam in the British House of Commons 
called attention to Mr. Tyler’s Message to Con- 
gress relative to the renewal of the slave trade 
by the British, and their policy of apprenticing 
recaptured negroes. Sir Robert Peel regretted 
that the President had meddled with the sub- 
ject. The Americans did not understand Bri- 
tish policy. [They understand it well enough 
to know that the policy of importing laborers 
from abroad into the West India colonies, is 
liable to the most enormous abuses. And they 
further understand it, about as well as the Eng- 
lish understand American policy.] 
Gen. Tom Thumb had appeared at the French 
court, displayed his proportions to the great de- 
light of the King and» Queen, been kissed by 
their Majesties, and had received divers pre- 
sents. The General afterwards vouchsafed his 
presence at a large party at Galignani’s.
